The President, informed a t 
the White House after a surgi­ 
cal biopsy on his wife, prepared 
to leave for Bethesda Naval 
Hospital and her bedside. 
He had been scheduled to a t­ 
tend the iinal day of the Eco­ 
nomic Summit conference and 
deliver a summing-up speech. 
What effect his wife’s operation 
would have on the plans was not 
clear. 
A White House spokesman 
announced the physicians find­ 
ings. 
•The results of the biopsy 
performed on Mrs, Ford were 
unfavorable. An operation to 
remove her right breast is now 
under w ay,” said spokesman 
William Roberts at 9 a.m. 
Roberts said that by saying 
the results were unfavorable, 
he meant that there was a m a ­ 
lignancy.

Defense Secretary Jam es R. 
Schlesinger said the Pentagon’s 
licit already was pulled tight 
and that the defense estab­ 
lishment was suffering from 
eroded purchasing power as 
much as industries or individ­ 
uals. 
“F urth er reductions cannot 
he made in the defense budget 
without drastic effect on the

But the oil producers of the world used the 
sam e form ula for a product also vital to the 
future of individual national economies and the 
world economy and got away with it. 
Whether the oil producers have a right to a 
reasonable return on their petroleum is not at 
issue, o f course they have that right The issue is 
w hether a product can be priced solely on the 
bash, of need by the consum er rath er than on the 
hasis of a fair profit m argin. 
USING TIIE FORM ER 
pricing yardstick, 
food and medical supplies should be the highest- 
priced products in the world for they are 
essential to life. But they are not - because the 
consum ers' need, the ability to pay and a fair 
profit level all are considered in setting the 
price. 
The sam e should he true in setting the price of 
oil and that is the m essage the United States is 
attem pting to get across to Arab nations. Iran 
and Venezuela. We all live in the sam e world and 
it the global economy collapses, it crashes in on 
everyb o d \. 
What steps President Ford has in mind to force 
oil producers to revise their price structure are 
not known There has been no mention of action 
m the absence of oil price reductions for it is 
hoped it will hi1 unnecessary . Full support of the 
I S position by other oil-using nations is what is 
needed at thus tim e for that would m ake the 
necessity of additional action highly unlikely.

During the past decade. 3.9(¥) new golf course's, 
including additions to existing facilities, have 
opened for play throughout the United States.

grow th in public courses, says the Urban l^and 
Institute, clearly brings into locus the trend in 
goll course developm ent in recent years; Golf no 
longer belongs to the few; it is every m an's 
gam e. 
Another startling fact, says the Institute, is the 
great increase in goll courses associated with 
land development projects. In 1964. only 16.3 per 
cent ol all goll courses built w ere part of land 
sales, new planned towns or resort and conven­ 
tion facilities. By 1973. the figure had soured to 
over 40 per cent.

On April 3, 1974. what mav 
have been the largest storm ol 
its kind ever observed on earth 
struck Xenia. Ohio 
In two minute’s, alm ost hall 
the seven sq u a re -m ile town 
was destroyed by winds clocked 
at 318 miles an hour. Twenl\ 
five people were killed quickix ; 
seven others died later in hospi 
tals. About 2,500 were injured 
The physical da magi* left in 
the wake of this m onster t<>r 
nado will eventually be erased. 
The ravages it lett in the minds 
of the survivors may never be.

Strikes Cripple 
Auto Production 


DETROIT <AP» — Strikes af­ 
fecting all four major US auto 
makers are crippling produc­ 
tion and prompting layoffs of 
thousands of workers. 
General Motors faces*a parts 
shortage stemming from a lo­ 
cal contract dispute, and Amer­ 
ican Motors Corp.'s car produc­ 
tion is shutdown by a national 
strike. Ford has already shut 
down plants, and C hrysler 
plans to because of a walkout at 
a key parts supplier. 
Potentially, the most serious 
is a strike at a key parts-mak- 
ing complex in Indiana which 
threatens to cause a shut-down 
of all GM assembly facilities 
within a week. 
The strike, by 14.000 mem­ 
bers of United Auto Workers 
Union Local 662 at GM's 14 Del- 
co-Remy plants in Anderson, 
Ind., entered its third day to­ 
day. 
Union officials reported prog­ 
ress *in substantially reducing 
the number of issues in the local 
contract dispute. 
Remaining 
issues were not revealed 
The plant is GM's sole sup­ 
plier of generators, ignition 
system s and a variety of 
switches. 
Company spokesmen said a 
lengthy strike could force a 
gradual closing of GM's 117 
plants beginning early next 
week. The auto maker employs

School District is in the second 
sear of a three-year project 
totally funded with a iederal 
grant of approximately $4f>,000 
through the E S E A program.

identification and remediation 
of 
learning disabilities, in
